General Meeting of the Students' Association, the S.R.C. has had 
•under consideration the question of the annual elections of 
S.R.C. members. 

For some time it has been felt within the College that 
the system of election used could be extended to include at 
least some measure of faculty representation and the S.R.C. as' 
the exeautiye of the Association vjbs directed to look into the 
matter. 

The present procedure is laid down in the Constitution of 
the Students' Association, which can be found at paj'-j.e 74 of the 
the official Collej,e handbook. It is there provided for an 
executive of nine members, to be nominated and elected by. the 
student body in the Annual General Meeting.' This executive

It is also provided that one member of the S.R. C. s ha-11 
be a woman. 

After consideration of the proposal fof'faculty represen-

tion' but the S . R. C. will, each year, endeavour to see that a 
number of nominations for women are received. If no women’s 
representative is elected, the. S.R.C. will have power to co-opt 
such a. representative. 

A student who is not a member of a faculty will be able 
to stand as, representative of that faculty, "provided he is nomina- 
ted by st.udents from the faculty concerned. "The actual votin^^ 
for each faculty representative will be restricted to students 
of that faculty. 

It is proposed, th.vt election . to the positions of Vice- 
President, Secretary .and Treasurer v/ill be performed by the new 
S.R.C. from within its own membership.
